REPORT OF HIGH SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


Dear Mr. Rollins: 


I hereby submit my report as Principal of the 
Woodstock High School and North Woodstock Gram- 
mar School. 


There are at present 160 pupils enrolled in the 
North Woodstock School and the breakdown of grades 
is as follows:

The Student Council of the High School has once 
again sponsored the milk program for the elementary 
school. There is an average of about twenty-five pupils 
taking advantage of this daily. The Student Council 
has also set up a schedule for assemblies and school 
socials, which is working out exceedingly well this 
year. 


At the present time there are two clubs function- 
ing in the High School. They are the Newspaper Club 
and the Dramatics Club. The Newspaper Club pub- 
lishes a school paper once a month, which is sold to the 
pupils and also exchanged with other schools through- 
out New Hampshire. The Dramatics Club plans to pro- 
duce several one-act plays during the school year plus 
a three-act play in the spring. 


The athletic program is expanding over that of 
the past years. Cross-country saw its second season in 
the school this year. The team ran a total of five meets, 
the fifth one being the state meet in Durham in which 
the team placed seventh in Class C. A ski team has 
been organized and is looking forward to some ski 
meets with nearby schools. Skiing lessons are being 
given for the third season. At present, there is an 
average of about fifty pupils taking the skiing lessons,

which is about twenty above that of last year. The 
Winter Carnival is being revived after many years of 
non-existence. This year’s Carnival will be held the 
week of February first with the climax of the Sno-Ball 
on Saturday night when the King and Queen of the 
Carnival will be crowned. 


There is still a great deal of interest in the shop 
program and many worthwhile projects are being 
made. Of all of the boys in the High School and Sev- 
enth and Eighth Grades, only two boys are not taking 
shop. 


This past fall, the State Department of Health 
gave Fluorine Treatments to every pupil in grades one 
through eight who wanted them. These treatments 
are composed of cleaning the teeth and three Fluorine 
treatments. There were one hundred and forty clean- 
ings and five hundred and fifty-eight Fluorine treat- 
ments. 


The financial records of each class and organiza- 
tion have been audited by Mrs. Mildred G. Baston at 
my request. These accounts were found to be correct 
and in order. 


Open House was observed during National Educa- 
tion Week. We had a very large number of parents 
attending this program. The Elementary Schools gave 
a Christmas Program which was also a success and at- 
tended by many parents, 


For the teaching staff and myself, I wish to thank 
everyone connected with the schools for their helpful 
cooperation.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S ANNUAL REPORT 


To the Woodstock School Board: 


My tenth annual report herewith submitted dis- 
cusses those points which seem to me most important 
to present before the people of Woodstock. Statistical 
information has been kept at a minimum, but any spe- 
cific items will be cheerfully furnished on request. 


Because of large grade enrollment, it was ne- 
cessary to equip and occupy an additional classroom 
at North Woodstock this year. The room formerly used 
as a library was converted into a class room. The li- 
brary was moved into the projection room in the base- 
ment. There are now two rooms in North Woodstock in 
which the teachers have only a single grade—the new 
room anid Mrs. Hofi’s. By this arrangement we avoided 
dividing any grade, but division may be necessary as 
grade enrollments change. 


Following approval by the school district at the 
March meeting of the proposal to add insurance pro- 
tection to Woodstock school property, more adequate 
coverage was obtained. When the new insurance plan 
is fully adjusted, it will require uniform premium pay- 
ments annually instead of payments which have chang- 
ed considerably from year to year. Our new coverage 
also is more in line with replacement costs in the event 
of fire loss. 


At the March 1952 district meeting approval was 
given by the voters to a proposed extension of school 
transportation on a year rounid basis. Up to the present 
time, transportation service seems to be satisfactory 
to all concerned. 


The school at lower Woodstock is now heated with 
oil which furnishes more comfort and convenience than 
the old heating system. It is entirely automatic and 
easy to regulate. The amount of janitor service re- 
quired is less. It is also a gain by maintaining a more 


even temperature so that it is not necessary each morn- 
ing to build up from a temperature far below the point 
where it would be safe or comfortable for children. 


Shop work under the direction of Mr. Fred Maichle 
is progressing very satisfactorily. The worth of that 
type of training is being continually demonstrated by 
the interest of the boys, the quality of the work turned 
out, and the acquisition of skills which can be carried 
over into later life. It is true that our total high school 
cost is considerably increased by the shop program, 
but in my opinion, the expenditure is justified. If a boy 
of mine were getting the same valuable training and 
experience that Woodstock boys are getting in their 
shop course, I should consider the costs of much less 
importance than the benefit derived. 


The list of teachers and their assignments indicate 
three changes from a year ago. In the high school Neal 
A. Wiggin succeeded Mrs. Virginia Kendall. Mrs. Mar- 
garet Muchmore moved away from North Woodstock 
and Mrs. Frances Hutchinson took over the work of 
grades 8 and 4. Miss Frances A. Johnson of Littleton 
was employed as teacher of grade 5 in the new room. 
We do not usually have so many changes in the teach- 
ing staff in a single year, but the transition seems to 
have been accomplished without any impairment of 
instructional service. 


In my work with the Woodstock School Board I 
have always been impressed by the sincerity of pur- 
pose shown by every member, and the evident desire 
to render the best public service possible. Those who 
assume positions of so great responsibility and so lit- 
tle compensation for the work they do deserve the 
commendation and approbation of those whom they 
serve. One of the grave responsibilities of school board 
members is the preparation of an annual budget and 
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the formulation of recommendations to be presented 
at the annual district meeting. In the preparation of 
the budget for 1953-54, no effort has been spared to 
strike a proper balance between the needs of the schools 
and the financial interests of taxpayers. Approval of 
school board proposals will be very much appreciated. 


In conclusion I wish to commend the school board, 
express by appreciation to the teachers for their work, 
and to thank all who have contributed to whatever 
success Woodstcck schools have achieved.

Voters, have you noticed the improvements in 
your schools? Here are a few that have been made 
during the past few years. 


Outside, new sidewalks have been made. The 
driveway has been regraded. New playground equip- 
ment has been installed. All windows have been check- 
ed and repaired. Outside flood lights have been added. 


Inside, all the rooms including the ceilings have 
been repainted. All woodwork varnished. Two doors 
installed at the entrance to both basements. Window 
ventilators have been made, and placed in windows. 


~The upper story has been insulated. The heating sys- 
_tem has been repaired and improved. The library has 
been moved into the projection room, and the old li- 
brary room has been made into a single class room. 
The old storage room has been made into a nice shop. 


The basement floors have all been painted, and addi- 
tional lights have been added to both basements. New 
~ faucets have been put in the sinks. A new mirror and 
_ table were added to the girls’ basement. New drinking 
fountains have been installed. 


A moving picture projector, wire recorder and a 
Bioscope have been added; also a portable record play- 
er for the grades, and another used piano.

Two more teachers have been added to the staff. 


A great many of the school improvements have 
been done by the shop, such as building an extension 
on the storage closet, making bulletin boards, tables, 
stepladders and repairing many things about the build- 
ing. 

At the lower school, the old partition was re- 
moved. The old blackboards were taken out and placed 
against the wall. A new oil furnace was installed. The 
room was all repainted. Venetian blinds were placed 
at some of the windows. A new storage room was added 
and the old storage room was made into a coat room. 


The front of the building was painted. The outside 
door and steps were repaired. A record player and re- 
cords have been added to the lower school. Also some 
playground equipment. 


The old desks and blackboard were removed from 
the upper room in the lower school and taken to the 
high school building. The old desks and chairs were 
repaired and refinished and used in the new fifth grade 
rcom. The blackboards were also used in the new room.
